will return to work tomorrow morning. 


The announcement of the termina- 
tion of the struggle caused wild scenes 
of enthusiasm at the hall of the locked 
out men. 
Grand Master O'Connell said 
that it had been the hardest fought 
and cleanest all around victory for 
labor that had taken place in many 
years. ^Much credit is due the state 
board of arbitration, L. A. Eussell, 
attorney for the strikers, and James 
O'Connell, grand master of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, who 
have labored untiringly to bring this 
great struggle to a close.

Smith died at his home in L.ake Forest 
at 3:30 this morning. 
He had been 
sick for several days, having had pneu- 
monia. 
He was born in Columbia 
county, N. Y., December 1, 1883. 
His 
parents moved to Ohio, where he had 
the best educational advantages the 
state afforded. 
He was 
a 
school 
teacher for [& time and nest a tutor in 
a western college. 
Later he became 
the assistant editor of a weekly news 
paper in Cincinnati. 
At the age of 
twenty-two Mr. Smith had risen to the 
position of editor. 
At that time he 
was also doing work for the Literary 
Beview. 
At the beginning of 
the 
civil war he was engaged on the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette and took an active part 
in raising troops and forwai'ding sup- 
plies, and, through the medium of the 
press, did much to strengthen the gov- 
ernment. 


Largely instrumental 
in 
making 
John Brough governor of Ohio, he 
afterwards 
became 
the 
governor's 
secretary, and later was elected secie- 
tary of state, being re-elected in 1866. 
Mr. Smith retired' from office, and 
became the managing editor of the 
Evening Chronicle. 
He was obliged 
however to desist from his exacting 
work on account of ill health. 
In 1870 
he became manager of the Western 
Associated Press, having headquarters 
in Chicago. 
Several years later, upon 
ihe personal request of 
President 
Hayes, 
he accepted 
the office of 
collector 
of 
customs 
at 
Chicago. 
During his term of office he was instru- 
mental in bringing about many needed 
reforms 
in 
the 
customs 
depart- 
ment. 
In 
1883 he 
again 
became 
actively engaged in Associated Press 
work 
and, 
in 
January 
of 
that 
year, he effected a consolidation of the 
New York and the Western Associated 
Press, taking the managership of the 
united systems, 
Mr. Smith was a stu- 
dent of historical subjects and was tha 
author of "The St. Clair Papers," two 
voJumes, Cincinnati, 1882. 
He was also 
the author of the biography of Charles 
Hammond, wrote several 
pamphlets 
and had contributed frequently 
to 
American periodicals. While secretary 
of the state of Ohio he founded a de- 
partment of archives, a matter which 
had been wholly overlooked! since the 
admiesion of 
the state, 
and 
he 
succeeded in recovering many valua 
ble papers which are now on file in 
the state house at Columbus. 
By his 
investigation in the British museum he 
brought to light many unpleasant let- 
ters of Washington to Col. Henry 
Bcquet, and has shown that those 
which were published by Jared Sparks 
were not given correctly. 
Mr. Smith 
also wrote a "Political History o? the 
United States," and a life of the late 
President Hayes, as the literary execu- 
tor of the dead president. 
Mr. Smith 
retired from the management of the 
Associated Press in March 1893, and 
since that time, until his illness, had 
employed his time in literary work. 
The funeral will take place at 3:15 
Wednesday afternoon.

Be'ore sunrise Sunday morning more 
than 2,000 soldiers of the Indiana host 
of the national guard were sleeping in 
their tents at Fairview park, Indian- 
apolis, and with t.he first call for reveille, 
at 5:25 a. m., tbe annual camp of in- 
struction of the state troops was placed 
in practical operatiot. 


For several days active preparations 
have been under way for properly estab- 
lishing the camp, and Quartermaster 
General Compton. with an active and 
industrious detail of men, have been 
busy looking after the arrangements. 


Many hundreds of wall and A tents 
have been taken to Fairview and set 
up. 
An immense tonnage of clean, dry 
straw has been delivered on the ground 
and distributed at the various regi- 
mental headquarters to furnish the 
genial and sleep-inducing carpeting for 
the tents of the private soldiery. 
Com- 
missary stores, including side meat, 
hams, bread, vegetables and canned 
goods in necessary quantity, have been 
transported to the camp and safely 
stored, to be issued in rations, and by 
sundown last night everything, even to 
the most insignificant detail, had been 
perfected. 


Under the immediate supervision of 
Lieut. Col. W. M. Wright, medical dL 
rector, a thorough sanitary system will 
be maintained during the week of the 
camp. 
The hospital corps will be made 
up of thirty men and, as a new feature, 
details will be made in such numbers 
and at such times as may be demanded 
by the various regiments. 
The chief 
of the corps will be Dr. W. S. Davis, of 
Terre Haute, and Sergeant Frances will 
act as hospital steward. 
In addition to 
these arrangements the sick, if there 
be any, will be amply provided with 
care in the hospital at headquarters. 
An ambulance will be kept gt head- 
quarters ready for immediate use upon 
call. 
All perishable food, as well as 
canned goods, will be inspected daily 
before being prepared for consumption 
and a special detail will be made daily 
for this purpose. 


Last night the signal corps, under 
command of Chief Signal Officer Major 
Mclntyre, was getting ready to connect 
brigade headquarters with the various 
Tégimental headquarters by wire for 
telegraphic communication. 
The sig- 
nal corps is prepared to do efficient 
service this year. 


The rifle range has been located in 
the river bottoms, nearly at the same 
point where the practice was main- 
tained last year. 
The practice, which 
is considered the most important in the 
military service of the state, is in 
charge of Capt. D. I. McCormick, who 
has made a long and close study of the 
science involved. 
It will be rigidly 
enforced during the encampment, and 
the infantry will be marched by com- 
panies onto the range daily for the 
trying ordeal. 


The stern routine of the camp will 
not tod'i.y be carried out to the letter. 
Up to a late hour last night none of 
the regimental chaplains had reported 
at headquarters and it is not known by 
General 
McKee 
whether 
religious 
services will be held or not in the 
various regiments.

His Two Companions Nar- 
rowly Escape. 


Willie Boating on the St. Joe 
He Meets His Death. 


S e Sintis in tbe Presence of Kts 
Friends Despite Their Efiorts 
to Besene Bim. 


Death, fraught with the frightful 


horrors of drowning, mepcileBsly swept 


William W. Clark, a young machiniat 


of the Fort Wayne electric 'works, to 


an untimely grave in the St. Joe river, 


near Bobison park, last evening. 


Clark, with Charles Bond, the Wa- 
bash machinist, and Tom O'Connell, of 
the Pittsburg shops, were boating on 
the river about 500 yards above the 
park pavillion, when the shocking acci- 
dent happened. 


The circumstances of the accident 
are as follows: 


At 8:30 o'clock last evening the 
three young men appeared at the park 
boat house and rented a clinker boat 
for the purpose of enjoying an ezcur 
sion up the river. Proceeding eastward 
they lollowed the course of the St. Joe 
as far as the place known as Pleasant 
Point, which they reached about 9 
o'clock. 


Here 
they 
disembarked 
and 
after remaining on shore a short time 
they started back. 
In making the 
return trip, and when about 500 yards 
above the park pavillion, they 
at-' 
tempted to change seats, which feat 
they had accomplished 
successfully 
several times while making the trip up 
the river. 
O'Connell was rowing at 
the time. 
While making the exchange 
of seats the boat was capsized, throwing 
them into the river. 
The boat turned 
completely upside down. 
They were 
left struggling in the water, the boat in 
the meantime drifting away from them 
with the current. 
O'Connell swam for 
the boat, which he reached and shoved 
toward Clark, who apparently could 
not swim and whom Bond was trying 
to assist. 
Clark, in his frantic attempts 
to grab Bond, drew the latter under 
water twice, frustrating all efforts to 
save him. 
They became separated and' 
Clark was lost sight of in the darkness, 
and must have gone down a few mo- 
ments later. 
Bond and 
O'Connell 
succeeded in catching hold of the 
upturned 
boat 
and 
partly 
drift- 
ed 
and 
partly 
swam 
shore- 
ward, landing at the steep embankment 
just east of the boat house bayou, 
which they had great difficulty in 
climbing. 
The park officers were at 
once notified, but search for the miss- 
ing body was postponed until daylight, 
owing to the darkness of the night. 


At an early hour this morning a 
searching party began operations, and 
dragged the river from a point opposite 
the pavillion to where the drowning 
occurred, but up to noon the body had 
not been recovered. The street railway 
company is doing all they can to assist 
in the search. 


This afternoon one of the park steam 
launches was sent up the river to the 
scene of the accident, with explosives 
to be used in trying to raise the body. 
At that time it was thought the recov- 
ery of the body was doubtful until the 
river went down or until the body 
would float. A dozen row boats are 
being used by employes of the street 
railway company and friends of the 
dead man to prosecute the search, 


BODT BECOTKAID. 


At 1:55 o'clock this afternoon the 
body was recovered, not far away from 
the spot where Clark was last seen to 
go down. 


The remains were handed over to the 
charge of Funeral Director Peltier, 
who conveyed them to the sorrow- 
stricken home. No. 5 Brandriff street. 


William Clark, than whom 
none 
were in more popular standing among 
the electric light employes, was an 
exceptional fellow, who could number 
his friends by his acquaintances. 
He 
had a warm heart for everybody. 
By 
his industry and his skill he was valued 
as a craftsman; by his uprightness of 
conduct he was admired as a man; 
by his good fellowship he was loved 
as 
a 
friend. 
By 
his 
many 
traits of noble young manhood his 
name will long be held in sacred mem- 
ory. 
He was twenty-eight years old, 
just approaching the most 
vigorous 
period of life. 
He began his practical 
career about ten years ago by entering

To the great rank nnd 
file of the party free silver represented 
the only concrete policy of the organi 
zation. Their only hope and opportunity 
lie in democratic success, and they will 
therefore vote for the democratic presi- 
dential nominees. The nomination of 
ex- Congressman Watson for vice presi 
dent divides the party at the very out- 
set of the campaign, and the element 
which so obstinately stood out for a 
straight ticket are a distinctly separated 
and hopeless minority. The tenor of 
populist talk since the convention indi. 
cates that these facts are realized. 


CoIIlsfon of Argaments. 


There should be an immediate con- 
ference of the gold standard leaders to 
agree upon some uniform plan of 
attack on free silver. If the confusing 
and contradictory arguments at present 
employed are continued through the 
campaign the republicans will prove to 
be the most efiective allies of the demo- 
cratic party. For instance, one republi- 
can paper points to Mexico as a horrible 
example of the silver standard, and an 
other republican paper as vigorously 
denies that there is a silver standard 
nation on earth. It is urged, on the 
one hand, that free silver is a plot of 
the silver mine owners to sell their 
bullion for fifty-cent dollars with which 
to pay their employes, and on the 
other hand we are told that the mine 
owners seek the restoration of silver 
because they will profit immensely 
from the increased prico of silver—that 
they can trade fifty cents worth of 
bullion for dollars worth 100 cents. 


Under free coinage owners of silver 
may take their bullion to the mints and 
it will be coined into dollars for them. 
In other wordp, they will be paid for 
their bullion in silver coin. If free 
coinage restores silver to its old com- 
mercial value with gold, then bullion 
owners will receive no more than they 
have received—the market value of it. 
Admitting the single gold standard 
argument that free silver will depreci- 
ate the silver dollar to its bullion 
value, what then will the silver mine 
owner gain by free coinage, if he is 
paid in dollars worth only fifty cents? 


If the silver dollar does not depreci- 
ate (and what should make it?) then 
the miner will receive for wages just as 
good money as he is paid now. There 
is no argument against a restoration of 
silver that is not stultified by some 
other argument that is used to the 
s&me end. 


Complaisant Degustation. 


Tiie celebrated French professor, Th. 
Ribot, has written a learned essay on the 
pleasure some people take in being mis- 
erable. Dr. Ribbt calls this kind of hap- 
piness "the complaisant cleguefcation of 
sadness. " Then the professor-goes on to 
investigate how many kinds of happi- 
ness people get from being 'miserable, 
what makes them happy when they are 
miserable and how many kinds of mis- 
ery make them happy. We find the 
thing that makes a fellow want to be 
alone when he enjoys his unhappiness 
is that he may think what a good fel- 
low he is and how mean the agency that 
made him miserable is, that agency be- 
ing in some cases a "power he is prone 
to think of anthropomorphically. " Just 
so. 


The gem of Professor Eibot's wildly 
thrilling essay is, liowevcr, to be found 
in a paragraph that he quotes from one 
Krafft-Ebing. Ribot calls it a "solu- 
tion," but if it is a- solution thfeu the 
Lord help us! 


This is the paragraph: 
It is necessary to consider psycliical pain and 
the inhibition of idoas as co-ordinate phenori- 
cna, and then wo shall be in a position to dis- 
cover for thcso variations a connnon cauHo— 
namely, a nutritive disorder of the brain (an:ti- 
niiaV), leading to a lessened expenditure of 
nervous activity. 
Viewed comprehensively, 
melancholia iD'ty be regarded as a morbid sta D 
of the p.sychical organ, founded on nutritive 
disorders and characterized on tlio one hand 
by a feeling of pain and a particular mode of 
reaction for the whole of consciousness (p.sychi- 
cal neuralgia), and on the other by the difficul- 
ty of psychical movements (instincts, ideas), 
and finally by their inhibition. 


"Psychical 
neuralgia" 
is 
good. 
Learned scientists hold in lofty con- 
tempt' the plain common people who 
cannot understand their long words or 
their hazy lucubrations. 
Really and 
truly, do the scientists understand them- 
selves? 


That horrid deceased wife's sister 
phantom which has been stalking be- 
fore the imagination of the British 
house of lords has been downed at last 
iu til at hall by the passage to a third 
reading of the bill permitting this cele- 
brated female to marry her widower 
brother-iu-l.-iw. 
The bill must now, 
however, again be passed by the house 
of commons, and it (is not so certain 
that the clei-gy and Lord Sali.sbury will 
not have influence euougli iu the con- 
servative commons to start the horrid 
deceased wife's sister on her travels 
once more.

00,445, or more than one-fourth, were 
Italians. The fact for American.s to take 
note of is that of this army of Italians 
only a little more than one-half were 
able to read iuid write.

than from Kus.sia. It anioniiied to only 
38,226. The ignorance of 
large a 
proportion t)f the Italians and Itus.sian.s 
now coming to us is lamentable. 


T h e Yoiitliful M i n d . 


Professor Charles H. Thurber has 
been making one of the most delightful 
sociological inve.stigations on rrcord. Ho 
sent a circular to a very large number 
of schools, desiring the leucdiers to have 
their pupils write a composition in an- 
swer to two questions. The first asked 
the child to tell what he or she wanted 
to do jnst now. Tiie second asked what 
the child wanted to do on reaching 
miuihood or womanhood. 


Tlie answers show tiiat a very large 
percentag(i of the ehildrcii (>f all ages 
want to travel. This is natural and en- 
tirely commendabh) and the .syii!])ath3- 
of their grown brothers and sisters is 
wholly with the young («u\s here. From 
7 to 18 years of age the bi\vs want to 
sailors and soldiers. Then tJit\y g(.;t over 
it. On the otlier hand, the aspiration of 
the child i'cniinine up to the ago of 10 
yeiu-a is to keep a candy store. 


It is to the credit of tJie manly, 
healthy boys that they vrant to have 
mechanical trades and be engineer.s, 
railroad men, farmers, etc. About 80 
per cent of the boys desire to engage in 
active occupations. After the desire for 
the sea and martial glory leaves them, 
over o per cent of them wish to bo baso 
ball players when they ai'c men. Niu(!- 
teeu per cent want to be merchants and 
clerks. 


It is amusing to note that iu the girla' 
compositions less than 4 per cent desire 
to be wives, mothers and hou.sekcepers. 
The life aspiration of 88 per cent of 
them is to be .schoolteachers, that of 24 
per cent to be dressmakers and milli- 
ners, whilo 12 per cent are ambitious to 
bo clerks and stenographers. 
As show- 
ing the po^ver of clothes even over the 
infant feminine mind, the following 
composition by a girl of 9, the daughter 
of a preacher at that, is submitted: 


I want to marry a man who does not smoke; 
because I dcn't like the smell of smoke. 1 
want to teach a school where they will let mo 
spank tho chi.dren. For children knead disci- 
plin. I want to wear bloomers all the time. I 
want to wear a cut a way suit. Because ill 
looks nice with bloomers. I will wear husefc 
shoes & brown stockings. I want'to have my 
hair cut short. Because it Will bo color.

Revealed by Photography. 


By the aid of photography it has" been 
possible to get pictures of things that 
the naked eye cannot catch, sometimes 
because they pass so swiftly, again be- 
cause they are too small to bo seen ^by 
the unaided sight. 


Star photography is perhaps tho most 
illustrious instance. By attaching pho- 
tograph apparatus to a very powerful 
telescope and leaving tho plate exposed 
a considerable time it has been found 
that on the plate are stars invisible to 
the naked eye. By again enlarging the 
picture on the plato it has been possible 
to examine more or less narrowly the 
star photograph. 
Similar methods arc 
adopted in taking pihotogruphs of tho 
sun during an eclipsie. It is too bright 
for the eye to look at steadily, but tho 
photograph plate stsires at it calmly and 
unwinkingly and fgets its picture in 
spite of it. 


Results whichifill the mind with ad- 
miration and woiader haTC been obtained 
by photographing electrical discharges 
as they occur nsimply in the ordintiry 
coursciof laboifatory eoiperiments. One 
picture will show a dii^charge resembling 
in shape and symmsetiy a beautiful 
ilcnver or plant, as a fern or carnation. 
Again there will be a picture closely re- 
sembling in outline a stariLsh. In the 
ligiitning dischai-go/as in tho lisL, star 
or flower, rtature iti^peats the ideas fixed 
iu her mind and gives us the sarL&e 
shape.s. 


Americiui shipbuilding increased to 
a.gratifyiijg.exti ni tiio past year. The 
most marked, feiiturc i.s the greatly in- 
creased CQustruction 
of sieel ships. 
There were 709 ships of all kinds built 
this iiscal year against G82 last year,

SHIP WAS WRECKED. 


W A S G O I N G T H R O U G H T H E F O G 
A T F U L L S P E E D . 


ThrUUng Experience Out at 
Sea—Many 
Lives iu Peril—Faaseugers 
and Crew 
Saved by I-ifeboats—Loss of the Mall 
a Colonial Calamity. 


H E 
B r i t i s h 
steamer, 
Capulet, 
Capt. Fils, 
which 
was 
wrecked on 
the 
Newfoundland 
coast on Monday, 
while on the pas- 
sage from Halifax 
to Liverpool, struck 
the rocks in Ma- 
r i n e 
cove, 
St. 


Mary's bay, at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
Though a 
dense fog hung over the water, the 
Capulet was running at 
full 
speed 
when the accident occurred, and It was 
impossible 
to reverse her engines 
quickly enough to prevent her being 
damaged beyond repair. 
She ran up 
a shelving bed of rock, crushing her 
bovv.s and tearing out her bottom, and 
it became evident immediately that she 
would become a total 
wreck. 
The 
greatest confusion prevailed when the 
steamer struck, and the female pas- 
sengers in the first cabin, 18 in num- 
ber, were badly fi'ightened. 
Most of 
them were suffering from seasickness, 
and had retired to their berths, and 
these Immediately fled to the deck at- 
tired only in their sleeping-garments. 


As soon as the nature of the dii^as- 
ter v/as learned a box of rockets was 
carried to the ship's bridge for the pur- 
pose of signaling for assistance. 
A 
shipwrecked Norwegian captain, who 
was among the passengers, took it up- 
on himself to discharge the rockots, 
and while preparing to do so accident- 
ally set fire to the whole lot, which ex- 
ploded, inflicting 
dangerous 
wounds 
upon the Norwegian and seriously in- 
juring four other persons. 
The explo- 
sion also dismantled the bridge, tore a 
large hole in the deck, and nearly de- 
stroyed a lifeboat. 


Eventually order was restored, and 
four lifeboats were launched. 
The 
women passengers were stowed in the 
first and the crew and the rest of the 
passengers in the other three, and as 
soon as all on board had been taken 
from the steamer the boats pushed off. 
The passengers saved nothing but the 
clothes they wore. 
Only nine bags of 
mail matter were saved of the 63 on 
board. 
All the bags containing letters 
and registered parcels were lost. 


This mail constituted a fortnight's 
accumulfition, the whole of the Ameri- 
'can and Canadian mail for the entire 
island of Newfoundland. 
The loss is 
practically a colonial calamity, as it 
will serlousiy hamper i)usiness. 
Large 
sums of money, including remittances 
from Newfoundland emigrants to rela- 
tives at home, v/ere included in the 
mail. 


The Capulet was owned by Bowring 
& Co., of St. John's and was worth be- 
tween ?75,000 and $100,000. 
She was 
built at Middlesborough, England, in 
1SS4, and was of 2,000 tons burden. She 
left Halifax last Saturday night, carry- 
ing 35 passengers and 32 crew. 


Capt. Fils has had thirty years' ex- 
perience as a ship master, and this is 
the first vessel he ever lost. 
Marine 
Cove is a perfect graveyard for steam- 
ers, a large number having been lost 
there in recent years.

, HILE his wife was 
dressing to take a 
d r ivo 
with him, 
.1 a m e s Macready, 
for tv.-enty years a 
p r 0 m i nent actor, 
and for tho last five 
years proprietor of 
the Hilton Hotel, at 
Hilton, N. J. was 
thrown from a car- 
riage and instant- 
ly killed at the very door of the hotel, 
announces the New York Herald. Hil- 
ton is a small settlement just beyond 
Irvington, a few miles we.?t of Newark. 
Macrcady's hotel is just at the foot of 
tlio hill and at the turn of the famous 
Irvington-Millburn bicycle course. It 
has been the headquarters at times for 
most of the prominent wheelmen of the 
country, and on Memorial day was al- 
ways the headquarters for the ofTicials 
of the 2.5-mile road race. 
Macready's 
wife, who v\fas Miss Stella Barr, an 
actress of some little fame, whom he 
married only last February, expressed 
a 
desire to visit her mother, Mrs. 
Amelia Barr, who lives in Vailsburg, a 
few miles away. 
Macready said he 
would drive her there, and while she 
went to her room to prepare he had 
one of his hostlers harness a mustang 
(which he had owned for about three 
months) to a light carriage. 
When he 
took the reins the hostler told him that 
the animal was unusually lively. It 
seemed anxious to exhibit its bad 
temper. Before taking his wife into 
the carriage Macready decided to jog 
up and down the road a while. He had 
no fear for himself, but he thought his 
wife would be nervous if the mustang 
was too lively, for, about three weeks 
ago, it ran away and threw her out 
of a carriage, breaking one of her arms 
and bruising her severely about the 
body. He started up Springfield avenue, 
remarking that in a few minutes he 
would have the animal under control. 
After going about 200 yards he turned 
to come back. Just as he did so the 
mustang made a sudden bolt, took the 
bit in his teeth, and went at top speed 
down the avenue. Macready clung to 
the reins, but his efforts to control the 
mustang 
were . unavailing. Just be- 
fore reaching h!s hotel the animal 
swerved from the middle of the road 
to 
the 
side, 
apparently 
making 
for the stable. Macready tried hard to 
avoid the accident, but an instant later 
the front wheel of the carriage struck 
a large telephone pole on the curb line, 
and Macready was thrown out. He 
struck the pole squarely and with great 
force with the top of his head and his 
left shoulder and then dropped to the 
sidewalk bleeding and unconscious in 
front of his own doorway. 
An ex- 
amination showed that his skull was 
badly crushed, his neck and left arm 
broken and that death must have been 
instantaneous. Mrs. Macready, whose 
broken arm, caused by the same mus- 
tang, is still in splints, was prostrated 
with grief over her husband's tragic 
end. 
Macready was 45 years of age, 
and a native of Brooklyn. He was of 
medium height, weighed 
about 200 
pounds, had dark hair and mustache, 
and looked much younger 
than his 
years. He was genial and extremely 
popular. He was known to every bi- 
cyclist and horseman in that section of 
the country. On the stage he attained 
no little fame, and was widely known 
in New York, Brooklyn and through 
the west. He played mostly heavy trag- 
edy roles. 
He was leading man for 
many prominent stars, the last being 
Nellie McHenry. 
Just before leaving 
the stage he starred himself for a sea- 
son. His leading lady was Miss Stella 
Barr, who is now his widow. Since em- 
barking in the hotel business he had 
appeared on the stage many times in 
nearby cities at benefit performances. 
He was a prominent member and officer 
of the Newark Lodge of Elks, and that 
organization had charge of the funeral 
arrangements.

The 
close 
relation 
of 
suicide 
to 
this diseased condition of the mind is 
well indicated by the records of cases 
at hospitals. 
Out of 730 cases treated 
in Garland'.s asylum, England, the sui- 
cidal imj)ulie was present in 65 per 
cent. 
More than half of this percent- 
age had made actual attempts at self- 
destruction. while the rest had con- 
tented 
themselves 
with 
making 
threats. 
The proportion of suicidal 
cases was 11 per cent higher among 
the males than among the females. 


The 
bodily symptoms of 
suicidal 
melancholia are characteristic. 
There 
is a condition of lowered vitality and 
anaemia, or scarcity of blood. 
The 
complexion 
is 
muddy, the 
appetite 
poor, digestion impaired and the bow- 
els torpid. 
Tho muscles are 
flabby, 
and there is a lack of vigor. 
Neural- 
gic pains and sleeplessness are also 
features. 


It will be borne in mind that tho 
statements 
in 
this 
article 
are 
not 
founded on the opinion of any one 
physician, no matter how skilled he 
may be, but are the result of a careful 
examination of records and a compari- 
son of cases. 
In this way it has been 
found that the most important factor 
in the causation of 
suicidal 
melan- 
cholia 
is 
hereditary 
predisposition. 
The tendency to the mental disease is 
inborn and only lies dormant till at 
some critical period of life it is called 
into active existence. Some bodily ail- 
ment or mental shock which would 
produce no mental disease in a person 
with a healthily constituted 
brain is 
sufficient in those with hereditary men- 
tal taint to induce an attack of de- 
pression of a severity out of all propor- 
tion to the strength of the existing 
cause. 


These immediate or exciting causes 
are most frequently of a physical na- 
ture, intemperance in drink afilording 
a large percentage of 
patients. 
In 
about one-third of the cases the mental 
depression is found to have been pre- 
ceded by some trouble of a moral or 
a mental character. Business anxieties 
constitute 
the most 
common 
moral 
cause in men and domestic affliction 
in women. 


Drunkenness is a fertile source of 
race degeneration. 
Victims of melan- 
cholia and suicide often have an alco- 
holic family history, though there may 
have been no previous insanity in the 
family. Alcoholism has, in truth, much 
to answer for, as it exerts its baneful 
effects not 
only 
on 
the 
drunkards 
themselves but eqwally if not more on 
their descendant.^.

AVE you ever felt 
as if life were not 
worth living? Have

and despair? 
And then, in the very 
midst of black hopelessness, has the 
thought ever flashed suddenly on your 
mind that you might put an end to it 
all by committing suicide? 


If so you have very probably been 
the victim of a disease which is at 
present 
attracting the attention 
of 
some of the most noted physicians in 
tbe world, says the New York World. 
The disease is known technically as 
suicidal melancholia. 


"Melancholia" is a compound of two 
Greek words meaning black bile. 
It 
v/as supposed oririinaliy to have been 
caused by an overabundance of black 
bile in the system, the effect of which 
was to cause the patient to be in con- 
stant dread of some approaching evil. 


According to the degree of mental 
depression cases of suicidal melancho- 
lia have been artificially grouped as: 
1, simple melancholia; 2, hypochondri- 
acal 
melancholia, and, 3, delusional 
melancholia. 
But these divisions are 
purely arbitrary. 
All cases begin as 
simple depression, and delusions are 
gradually evolved as the disease pro- 
gresses. 
The delusions at first are 
Blight and floating, but gradually be- 
come more fixed and unchanging. 


The delusions vary greatly in char- 
acter. 
The patient fancies sometimes 
thai all his relatives and neighbors are 
in league against him or that he has in 
some way incurred the enmity of the 
whole world. 
In such cases his dis- 
ease will probably end in some form 
of mental derangement unless he seeks 
a speedy cure. 
Somtimes he imagines 
that he is being robbed of his property 
or that his food is poisoned. 
In other 
rases some unseen agency is suspected 
to be at work, such for example as 
electricity. 


Very frequently the delusions refer 
to the spiritual welfare. 
The patient 
assorts that he hns been very wicked, 
and that he is lost for time and eter- 
nity. 
These, it will be observed, come 
under the head of delusional melan- 
cholia, but it must be 
remembered 
that the delusions are not the cause 
but the result of the malady. 


In many cases the patient's whole 
attention is concentrated on the state 
of his bodily health. 
These cases form 
the group of hypochondriacal melan- 
cholia. 
Such persons frequently- ex- 
hibit an intense craving for sympathy 
and 
are 
constantly 
pouring 
forth 
lengthy statements of their imaginary 
maladies.

William W. Clark a young michiniat 


of tho Fort Wayne electric works, to 
an untimely grave iu tho St. Joe river, 
neai Kobison park, lost evening. 


Clark, with Charles Bond, tho 
\Va- 


bash machinist, nud Tom o Connoll, of 
tho Pittsburg shops, were bofttiut; on 


tho rivor about 
.">UO yards above the 


park pavilliou, when tho shocking acci- 
dent happened. 


The circumstances of the accident 


are as follows: 


At 
!*:.!<) o'clock lust evening the 


tnreo young men appeared »t the park 


boat house and rented & clinker boat 


for the purpose of enjoying an excur 
sion up the river. Proceeding eastward 
they followed tho course ol Iho St. Joe 
ns far as Ihe place kuown 03 Pleasant 
Point, which they reached about 9 
o'clock. 


Here 
they 
disembarked 
and 


after remaining on shore a short time 
they started back. 
In making the 


return trip, and when about 500 yards 
above tho park pavillion, they 
at- 


tempted to change seats, which feat 
they had accomplished 
successfully 


several times while making the trip up 
the river. 
O'Connell was rowing at 


the limo. While making tho exchange 


of seats the boat was t-ipsized, throwing 
them into the rivor. The bout turned 
completely upside down. They wore 


left struggling in tho water, the boat in 
the meantime drifting away from them 
with the current. O'Connell swam for 


the bout, which ho reached nnd shoved 
loward Clark, who apparently could 
cot swim and whom Bond was Irying 
lo assist. Clark, in his frantic atlemple 
lo grab Bond, drew the latter under 
water twice, frustrating all efforts lo 
save him. They became separated and 
Clark was lost sight o! in tho darknens, 
nnd must have gone down a few mo- 
ments later.

succeeded in catching hold of the 
upturned 
boat 
nnd 
partly 
drift- 


ed 
and 
pirlly 
swam 
shore- 


ward, landing at the steep embankment 
just east of the boat house bayou, 
which they had great 
difficulty in 


climbing. Tho park ollicers were at 
once notified, but search for the miss- 
ing body was postponed until daylight, 


owing to the darkness ol tho night. 


At an early hour this morning a 


searching party began operations, and 
dragged the river from a point opposite 
the pavilliou to whore tho drowning 
occurred, but up to nooa tho body had 
not been recovered. The street railway 
company is doing all they can to assist 


in the search. 


This afternoon one of the park steam 


launches was sent up the river to the 
scene of the accident, with explosives 
to be used in trying to raise tho body. 
At that timo it was thought tho recov- 


ery of the body was doubtful until tho 


river went dov/n or uutil tho body

There should be an immediate con- 


ference of the gold standard leaders to 
agree upon some uniform plan of 
attack on free silver. 
If the confusing 


and contradictory arguments at present 
employed are continued through the 
campaign the republicans will prove to 
be the most effective allies of the demo- 
cratic party. For instance, one republi- 
can paper points to Mexico as a horrible 
example of the silver standard, and an- 
other republican paper as vigorously 
denies that there is a silver standard 
nation on earth. It is urged, on the 
one hand, that free silver is a plot of 
the silver mine owners to sell their 
bullion for fifty-cent dollars with which 
to pay their employes, and on the 
other hand we are told that the mine 
owners seek the restoration of silver 
because they will profit immensely 
from the increased price of silver— that 
they can trade fifty cents worth of 
bullion for dollars worth 100 cents. 


Under free coinage owners of silver 


may take their bullion to the mints and 
it will be coined into dollars for them. 
In other wordp, they will be paid for 
their bullion in silver coin. 
If free 


coinage restores silver to its old com- 
mercial value with gold, then bullion 
owners will receive no more lhan they 
have received— the market value of it. 
Admitting the single gold 
standard 


argument that free silver will depreci- 
ate the silver dollar to its bullion 
value, what then will the .silver mine 
owner gain by free coinage, it he is 
paid in dollars worth only fifty cents? 


if the silver dollar does not depreci- 


ate (and what should make it?) then 
the miner will receive for wages just as 
good money as he is paid now. There 
is no argument against a restoration of 
silver that is not stultified by some 
other argument that is used to the 
same end. 


The Youthful Mind. 


Professor Charles H. Thurber has 


been making one of the most delightfu 
sociological investigations ou record. II< 
sent a circular to a very large numbe: 
of schools, desiring the teachers to hav< 
their pupils write u composition in un 
swer to two nue.stions. Tho tirst at-ke< 
the child to tell what he or she wunte< 
to do just now. The second asked wha 
tho child wanted to do on reaching 
manhood or womanhood 


Tho answers show that a very largo 


percentage of the children of all ages 
want to travel. This is natural and en- 
tirely commendable and the syiuput 
of their grown brothers mid sisters is 
wholly with tho young ones here. From 
7 to 13 years of ago the boys want to be 
sailors anrl soldiers. Tht-n they get over 
it. On the other hand, thy aspiration of 
the child feminine up to the age oi' 10 
years is to keep n candy store. 


It is to the credit of the manly, 


healthy boys that they want to have 
mechanical trades and bo ongimxrs, 
railroad men, farmers, etc. About 80 
per cent of the boys desiro to engage in 
active occupations. After tho desire for 
tho soa iiud martial glory leaves them, 
over 5 per cent of them wish to bo baso- 
ball players when they are men. Nine- 
teen per cent want to be merchants and 
clerks. 


It ia nnms-iug to note that in tho girls' 


composition!, less than 4 per cent desiro 
to bo wives, mothers aud housekeepers. 
Tho life aspiration of 88 per ceait of 
them is to be school teachers, that of 24 
per cent to bo dressmakers mid milli- 
ners, while 12 per cent arc ambitious to 
bo clerks and stenographers. As fehow- 
ing tho power of clothes even over tho 
infant feminine mind, tho following 
composition by n girl of 0, tho daughter 
of a preacher at that, is submitted:

AT FULL SPEED, 


DEATH OF MACBEADY. 


Thrilling Experience Oat at 
Sea—Many 


Lives in Peril—Paisengera and Crew

a Colonial Calamity.

Capt. Flla, which

coast on Monday, 
while on the pas- 
sage from Halifax 
to Liverpool, struck 
the rocks in Ma- 
r i n e 
cove,

Mary's bay, at 2 


o'clock In the aiternoon. 
Though a 


dense fog hung over the water, the 
Capulet was running at 
full 
spued 


when the accident occurred, and It was 
impossible to reverse 
her 
engines 


quickly enough to prevent her being 
damaged beyond repair. 
She ran up 


a shelving bed of rook, crushing her 
bows and tearing out her bottom, and 
It became evident Immediately that she 
would become a 
total wreck. 
The 


greatest confusion prevailed when the 
steamer struck, and the female pas- 
sengers In the ilrst cabin, 18 In num- 


ber, 
were badly frightened. 
Most of 


them were suffering from seasickness, 
and had retired to their berths, iind 
these immediately fled to the deck at- 
tlrcd only In their sleeping garments. 


As soon as the nature of the disas- 


ter vvas learned a box of rockets was 
carried to the ship's bridge for the pur- 
pose of signaling for assistance. 
A 


shipwrecked Norwegian captain, who 
was among the passengers, took It up- 
on himself to discharge the rockots, 
and while preparing to do so accident- 
ally set fire to tho whole lot, which ex- 
ploded, inflicting 
dangerous 
wounds 


upon the Norwegian and seriously in- 
JurlDg four other persons. 
The explo- 


sion also dismantled the bridge, tore a 
large hole in the deck, and nearly de- 
stroyed a lifeboat. 


Eventually order was restored, and 


four lifeboats were launched. 
The 


women passengers were stowed in the 
first and the crew and the rest of the 
passengers in the other three, and as 
soon as all on board had been taken 
from the steamer the boats pushed off. 
The passengers saved nothing but the 
clothes they wore. 
Only nine bags of 


mail matter were saved of the 63 on 
board. 
All the bags containing letters 


and registered parcels were lost. 


This mall constituted a fortnight's 


accumulation, the whole of the Ameri- 
can and Canadian mall for the entire 
island of Newfoundland. 
The loss Is 


practically a colonial calamity, as it 
will seriously hamper business. Large 
sums of money, Including remittances 
from Newfoundland emigrants to rela- 
tives at home, were included in the 
mall. 


The Capulet was owned by Bowring 


& Co., of St. John's and was worth be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000. 
She was 


built at Mlddlesborough, England, In 
1SS-1, and was of 2,000 tons burden. She 
left Halifax last Saturday night, carry- 
ing 35 passengers and 32 crew. 


Capt. Flls has had thirty years' ex- 


perience as a ship master, and this is 
the first vessel he ever lost. Marine 
Cove is a perfect graveyard for steam- 
ers, a large number having been lost 
there in recent years.

TRAGIC DEATH. 


Thrown from QU Carriage by a Vlcloui 


Mattang—Had Inrltea Hii Wife for 
a DrlT«—Bnrltd 
by 
the 
Order of 


Ellu. 


HILE his wife was 
dressing to take a 
d r ive with him, 
J a m e s Macready, 
for twenty years a 
p r o m 1 nent actor, 
and for the last five 
years proprietor of 
the Hilton Hotel, at 
Hilton, N. J. was 
thrown from a car- 
riage and instant- 


ly killed at the very door of the hotel, 
announces the New York Herald. Hil- 
ton is a small settlement Just beyond 
Irvington, a few miles west of Newark. 
Macready's hotel is just at the foot of 
the hill and at the turn of the famous 
Irvington-Mlllburn bicycle course. It 
has been the headquarters at times for 
most of the prominent wheelmen of the 
country, and on Memorial day was al- 
ways the headquarters for the officials 
of the 25-mile road race. Macready's 
wife, who was Miss Stella Barr, an 
actress of some little fame, whom he 
married only last February, expressed 
a 
desire to visit her mother, Mrs. 


Amelia Barr, who lives in Vaileburg, a 
few miles away. 
Macready said he 


would drive her there, and while she 
went to her room to prepare he had 
one of his hostlers harness a mustang 
(which he had owned for about three 
months) to a light carriage. 
When he 


took the reins the hostler told him that 
the animal was unusually lively. It 
scorned anxious 
to» exhibit its bad 


temper. Before taking his wife Into 
the carriage Macready decided to jog 
up and down the road a while. He had 
no fear for himself, but he thought his 
wife would be nervous if the mustang 
was too lively, for, about three weeks 
ago. It ran away and threw her out 
of a carriage, breaking one of her arms 
and bruising her severely about the 
body. He started up Springfield avenue, 
remarking that In a few minutes he 
would have the animal under control. 
After going about 200 yards he turned 
to come back. Just as he did so the 
mustang made a sudden bolt, took the 
bit in his teeth, and went at top speed 
down the avenue. Macready clung to 
the reins, but his efforts to control the 
mustang were unavailing. Just be- 
fore reaching his hotel the animal 
swerved from the middle of the road 
to 
the 
side, 
apparently 
making 


for the stable. Macready tried hard to 
avoid the accident, but an Instant later 
the front wheel of the carriage struck 
a large telephone pole on the curb lino, 
and Macready was thrown out. He 
struck the pole squarely and with great 
force with the top of his head and his 
left shoulder and then dropped to tho 
sidewalk bleeding and unconscious in 
front of his own doorway. 
An ex- 


amination showed that his skull was 
badly crushed, his neck and left arm 
broken and that death must have been 
Instantaneous. Mrs. Macready, whose 
broken arm, caused by the same mus- 
tang. Is still In splints, was prostrated 
with grief over her husband's tragic 
end. Macready was 45 years of age, 
and a native of Brooklyn. He was of 
medium height, weighed about 200 
pounds, had dark hair and mustache, 
and looked much younger 
than 
his 


years. He was genial and extremely 
popular. He was known to every bi- 
cyclist and horseman in that section of 
the country. On the stage he attained 
no little fame, and was widely known 
In New York, Brooklyn and through 
the west. He played mostly heavy trag- 
edy roics. 
He was leading man for 


many prominent stars, the last being 
Nellie McHenry. 
Just before leaving 


the stage he starred himself for a sea- 


son. 
His leading lady was Miss Stella 


Barr, who is now his widow. Since em- 
barking in the hotel business he had 
appeared on the stage many times in 
nearby cities at benefit performances. 
He was a prominent member and officer 
of the Newark Lodge of Elks, and that 
oreanlzation had charge of the funeral 
arrangements.

He practically named his own figure 
and that ended the transaction. This 
is an example of one style of business 
method.

the world, says the New York World. 
The disease Is known technically as 
suicidal mc-lancholla. 


"Melancholia" Is a compound of two 


Greek words meaning black blip. It 
was supposed originally to havo been 
caused by au overabundance of black 
bile In the system, the effect of which 
was to cause the patient to be In con- 
stant dread of Homo approaching evil. 


According to the degree of mental 


depression cases of suicidal melancho- 
lia have been artificially grouped as: 
\, simple melancholia; 2, hypocnondrl- 
acal 
melancholia, and, 3, delusional 


melancholia. But these divisions are 
purely arbitrary. All cases bogin as 
simple depression, and delusions arc 
gradually evolved as tho disease pro- 
gresses. 
Tho delusions at first are 


slight and floating, but gradually be- 
come moro fixed and unchanging. 


The delusions vary greatly In char- 


acter. The patient fancies sometimes 
that al! his relatives and neighbors are 
In league against him or that he has In 
some way incurred tho enmity of the 
whole world. In such cases his dis- 
ease will probably end in somo form 
of mental derangement unless he seeks 
a speedy cure. Somtiroes he Imagines 
that he Is being robbed of his property 
or that his food Is poisoned. In other 
cases somo unscc-n agency Is suspected 
to be at work, such for example as 
electricity. 


Very frequently the delusions refer 


to the spiritual welfare. 
The patient 


asserts that he has been very wicked, 
and that he Is lost for time and eter- 
nity. These, It will be observed, corns 
tinder the head of delusional melan- 
cholia, but It must be remembered 
that tho delusions are not the cause 
but tho result of the malady. 


In many cases the patient's whole 


attention is concentrated on the state 
of his bodily health. These cases form 
the group of hypochondriacal melan- 
cholia. 
Such persons frequently ex- 


hibit an Intense craving for sympathy 
and are constantly pouring 
forth 


lengthy statements of their Imaginary 


ladles.
